PARIS (AP)—Katanga Presi- 
dent Moise Tshombe Monday ac- 
cused acting United Nations 
Secretary General U Thant of

Tshombe, who arrived here 
Sunday from Brazzaville (form- 
er French Congo) on a private 
visit, was commenting on a 
statement made by U Thant. 

“Let Mr. Thant be reassured”, 
Tshombe said, “everything is 
perfectiy normal at Elisaveth- 
ville and throughout Katanga. 
In private life and public Ife, 
in big industry and small busi- 
ness, there is only e wish— 
to work in calm without any 
foreign interference and 
threats.” 

Tshombe told newsmen that 
his Government wanted him to 
continue on to Rio de Janeiro 
to attend a Moral Re-Armament 
conference and that he would 
do his best to go. He did not 
say, however, when he would 
leave.

U.K., France Blamed for 
Congo Chaos by O’Brien 


BOSTON (UPI)—United Na- 
tions diplomat Conor Cruise 
O’Brien, who resigned as chief 
of U.N. operations in seces- 
sionist Katanga Province, Sun- 
day night blamed British and 
French mining interests for the 
chaos in the _  faction-ridden 
Congo. 

O’Brien resigned er 
night both from the 
secretariat and from the iia 
Department of External Affairs 
and said he planned to write a 
“case history” of his turbulent 
six-month stint in the Congo. 

“If forces in control of Ka- 
tanga had consulted their long- 
term interests, a settlement 
could have been negotiated 
which would have secured 
economic stability in the area,” 
he said Sunday night, 

“As it is, they have put 
their interests behind a policy 
of intransigence which, if per- 
sisted in, Can only bring ruin 
to Katanga and the rest of the 
Congo.” 

O’Brien said the logical suc- 
cessor in hit Katanga post is 
Brian Urquhart of Britain, one 
of two U.N, officials who were 
beaten by Katangese para- 
commandos last week in the 
presence of Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, (D-Conn), 


O’Brien said he resigned and 
spoke out in order to call at- 
tention to alleged French and 
British obstruction behind the 
scénes in the U.N. operation 
which was originally designed 
to unify warring factions. 

The 42-year-old Dubliner said 
he did not intend to list ir de- 
tail the forms of alleged ob- 
structionism but he accused 
France and Britain of going 
along with the United States in 
the Security Council and then 
exerting opposite pressures “at 
the periphery.”

Hearing Aids Facilitate 
Intelligible Speech 


By TSUGI SHMAISHE 


The greatest difficulty in the 
education of deaf children is 
training them to form “words 
they have never heard. Through 
the lip-reading method, many of 
these children learn to speak 
simple sentences and understand 
the speech of others by watch- 
ing lip movements. 

Recently I visited the Tokyo 
Alikuen in Katsushika Ward, 
Tokyo a welfare institution for 
homeless deaf children, and ob- 
served a class of 10 children of 
third-grade age receiving in- 
struction in reading. Although | 
they seemed to understand 
everything the teacher said, the 
intonations they made when 
reading from the textbooks was 
unintelligible to the untrained 
ear. The only exception was a 
boy who was only rtially 
deaf. He spoke just like any 
ordinary person.

Praising Ikeda for his “un- 
derstanding of the situation and 
good intentions toward the Thai 
people,” the staternent said that 
opposition chafges that Ikeda 
did not understand the Asian 
mind were “groundless.” 

Ikeda agreed to settle the yen 
dispute by paying £9,600,000 
to Thailand Gover a riod of 
eight years. The settlement is 
subject to approval by the Japa- 
nese Diet.

The Prime Minister's Office 
statement gaid:

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people of Thailand fully sym- 

athize with the Japanese 
rime Minister.

AUGSBURG, Germany (AP) | 
—A US. Army battle group

The Japan Synthetic Rubber 
Co. has recently concluded a 
contract with Communist Chi- 
na for export of 500 tons of 
synthetic rubber. It will be 
the first time that the manmade 
| rubber has been exported to 
| that country. 


‘The shipment, valued at £90, 
'000, will leave the port 
of Yokkaichi sometime in the 
latter part of this month. The 
Japanese company delivered 
some 22,400 tons of synthetic 
rubber to various sources in 
the first half of this fiscal year 
(April-September) which  in- 
cluded the shipments totaling 
2,730 tons to the Soviet Union 
and other overseas markets. It 
anticipated that the exports 
would run up to some 7,000 
tons by the end of this fiscal 
year. 

The Red Chinese have been 
importing the product from 
Italy, Britain and Germany in 
the past two years, the synthe- 
tic rubber company reported. 


Polypropylene Fiber 


Polypropylene fiber whose 
commercialization has been re 
strained in the last seven yeare 
since it was first synthesized in 
Italy due to the difficulty of 
dyeing is now freed from the 
bottleneck, a Kyoto professor 
says. 

Professor Shogo Oya of the 
Kyoto Polytechnic and Textile 
| University claims he has per- 
fected a dyeing method for the 
_synthetic fiber using common 
| dyestuffs. Having worked: on 
this subject for the last three 
years, Ova discovered that by 
halogenating the- hydrogen con- 
tents in polypropylene with 
chiorine, fluorine, bromine or 
iodine, the fiber can be dyed 
easily. Experiments proved the 
dyed cloth shows a fair degree 
of resistance to washing, abra- 
sion, sunlight and heat, the pro- 
fessor said. 

He enumerated the advantag- 
es of his discovery as (1) the 
dyeing method uses dyes now 
available on markets, requires 
no high temperature processes, 
(2) it does not damage the 
fiber, (3) the principle of the 
technique may be applied to 
the dyeing of polvethylene or 
any other fibers, film or pow- 
der.

MOSCOW (AP) — Kumaichi 


Yamamoto, president of the 
Japanese Association for the 
Promotion of Internationa! 


Trade, believes that the volume 
of Soviet-Japanese trade may 
reach $600 million annually in 
five or six years, says Tass 
News Agency. 

In an interview with a cor- 
respondent of the weekly Eko 
nomicheskaya Gazeta, Tass 
quoted Yamamoto as saying that 
for the Japanese organization's 
viewpoint the most important 


question now is that a trade 
agreement should be concluded 
between the two countries for 
more than three years, begin- 
ning from 1963, because of the 
long-term planning of Soviet 
economy. 


He was further quoted as 
saving that “it follows from our 
estimates that in the course of 
six or seven years the volume 
of trade with Socialist countries 
may be brought up to two bDil- 
lion dollars annually.”

Japanese Wages on Par 
With West’s: Australian 


By United Press International 


A prominent Australian ‘busi- 
nessman yesterday said com- 
plaints of many Western fna- 
tions about low Japanese wages 
were exaggerated and have lit- 
tle basis in fact. 


Sir William Gunn, chairman 
ot the International Wool Sec- 
retariat, said in a press state- 
ment following a_ three-weeks 
visit to Japan that he had 
“concluded that the total cost 
of labor was .comparable to 
many other countries.” 


Employes in Japan, he said, 
receive many benefits which 
employes in other countries do 
not receive.. “And when the 
cost of these were added to 
the wages paid to the employ- 
e:,.” he added, “the total was 
not much less than in many 
Western countries.” 

Asked which eastern countries 
he had in mind in making this 
statement, he declined to say. 

“I prefer not to mention what 
countries I had in mind,” he 
said. “It is not my intention 
to get into any controversy.” 

He cited many of the extra 
benefits that Japanese employes 

et, such as medical care, laun- 
dry, education, recreation, hous- 
ing, transportation and other 
items. “I know of no western 
countries that has all of this 
for employes,” he said. “It all 
adds to the cost of wages and 
cost of production.” 


Sir William also announced 
the appointment of a de 
puty - director and research 


department chief of a new sec- 
retariat office in Japan. 

The move was in line with a 
secretariat program for build- 
ing up the Japanese wool mar- 
ket, which Sir William said was 
“absolutely necessary” for the 
future prosperity of wool grow- 
ers in Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa. 

Named as deputy director 
was D. P. Williams, an <Aust- 
ralian who has lived in Japan 


for several years and who 
presentiy is commercial coun- 
selor at the Australian Embas- 
sy in Tokyo. He will take up 
his duties early next year. 


Dr. F. Bekku, whom Sir 
William described as “a dis- 
tinguished Japanese wool 
scientist,” was named to head 
the secretariat’s newly created 
research and technical service 
department in Japan. He is a 
member of the Tokyo institute 
of Technology and will take up 
his duties next April. 


A director of the secretariat’s 
Tokyo office will be named 
within the nex. few weeks, it 
Was announced.

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The Grotewohl Proposals 


The attempt of one of the Communist regime’s lead- 
ers, Herr Otto Grotewohl, to get a letter delivered to the 
West German Chancellery in Bonn last Friday proposing 
discussions on “measures to maintain peace” was prompt- 
ly countered by a refusal to accept it. 

Herr Grotewohl calls himself “Prime Minister of the 
German Democratic Republic” but the Bonn Government 


does not, of course, recognize East Germany as a state 


In 


actual practice, Herr Grotewohl is the lieutenant of Herr 
Walter. Ulbricht, first secretary of the Politburo of the 
Socialist Unity Party, a Communist organization, with 
whom all real power is vested. Herr Ulbricht is also chair- 
man of the Council of State, a body created after the death 
of President Wilhelm Pieck in September 1960 when the 
office of President was abolished. 


The East German governing regime is a typical Com- 
munist oligarchy in which the Ulbricht-Grotewohl com- 
bination has all the say, with the “ministers” performing 


rubber stamp functions. 


But the leaders are themselves 


obviously subject to directives from Moscow, although it 
is not known how far the Ru’ “‘ans make a practice in in- 
terfering in the everyday domestic affairs of East Ger- 


many. 


In the matter of the agitation on the subject of 


Berlin, no doubt Moscow pulls the strings; although Mos- 
cow in turn has to face badgering from the German Red 
leaders to do everything possible to maintain the East 


German. regime. 


It is a matter of common knowledge that the Ulbricht 
regime has had a very limited success and that, but for 
Russian backing and the presence of Russian troops in the 


territory, it would fall to pieces. 


It is probably the shaky 


condition of the regime that has now prompted its leaders 
to attempt with Moscow’s connivance to approach the 


Bonn Government for some sort of talks. 


The proposals in 


Herr Grotewohl’s rejected letter was similar to those made 
by Herr Ulbricht in a speech published the previous Tues- 


day. 


We may briefly recapitulate these. Both German 


states would pledge themselves to respect each other's 


territory and mark their borders clearly. 


They would 


negotiate on their attitude to a German peace treaty. 
They. would renounce the arming of their forces with 
atomie weapons and the. production of atomic weapons, 
and agree to support the conclusion of a nonaggression 
pact between the NATO states and the Warsaw Pact coun- 


tries. 


An effort would be made for both to enter the Unit- 


ed Nations organization, while discussions on mutual rela- 
tions between them would be inaugurated. 


These proposals and what else is contained in the letter 


savor of the “Made in Moscow” mark. 


It will be noted 


that if the Bonn Government were to agree to them it 
would be tantamount to recognition of the East German 
regime, set up by Moscow and maintained with the aid of 


Russian tanks and bayonets, as a sovereign state. 


Clearly 


designed to detach, if possible, the West German Federal 
Republie from its close association with the Western pow- 
ers, it makes no mention of the only reasonable basis for 
the reconstruction and reunification of the German na- 
tions, namely, free elections over the whole German 


Lebensratim. 


Probably, the East German Reds hope that the pro- 
posals as put forward in the rejected letter may deceive 
some quarters in West Germany into thinking that they 
are interested in German reunification, but it will be diffi- 
cult to-convince the majority of people that they are any 
more wishful for the reunification of Germany on any but 
Communist terms than Moscow is. 


Radio Moscow's comment is self revealing. 


“Bonn’s 


reluctance to receive Grotewohl’s letter,” it declares, “‘re- 
fiects -a.dangerous irresponsible policy being pursued by 
Chancellor Adenauér’s Government in the German question. 
It_is a fact that there are two republics in the country— 


Democratic Germany and West or Federal Germany. 


It is 


another fact that any attempt to change the situation by 


force menaces the conflagration of a world war. 


The en- 


tire mighty Socialist world stands in the defense of Demo- 


cratic Germany's security.” 


Could anything be plainer? 


It is obviously the firm determination of Moscow to make 
the division of the German nation as permanent as pos- 
sible and to whip up the “entire Socialist world” to that 
end. The Grotewohl letter is merely one more step in the 


formulation of this conspiracy. 


It will not tempt the West 


Germans from the path of common sense although we may 
expect ‘the Soviet bloc to make as much propaganda use 


of its rejection as possible. 


That ‘there should be discussions in due course be- 
tween West Germany and East Germany on the future of 
German nation is not in itself unreasonable, but it seerns 
to us that these are not likely to lead to any developments 
of value so long as there is a East German regime de- 
pendent on Russian military power for its continuance 
and compelled to do Moscow’s will.

Contacts With East Germany 


‘Give Soviets Little Finger, and They Will Grasp Whole Hand’

BONN—“Why is West Ger- 
many balking at reported U.S. 
efforts to extend contacts with 
the East Germans? Is there, 
‘In Bonn’s view, any basis for 
negotiation with the Soviet 
Union over Berlin? Specifically, 
what is the Bonn position on 
this vital  is- 
sue?” 

Several weeks 
after the elec 
tions in West 
Germany the 
situation — is, 
as far as the 
Bonn point of 
view is concern. 
ed, quite clear 
Here in Bonn 
much is known 
about Soviet po- 
litics and Soviet pressure on the 
East German satellite -system. 
It is clearly understood, for ex- 
ample, that all socalled con- 
tacts between Bonn and East 
Berlin must fail as long as the 
Soviet Government does not 
wish closer relations between 
the two parts of Germany. 
Herr Ulbricht, the East German 
dictator, is now the only Sta- 
linist left after the “cleaning” 
in Moscow, and it is always 
this man who stops every at- 
tempt to get to normal condi- 
tions, politically, socially and 
economically. 


Seviet Political Goal 


The ae political goal in 
Central urope is _ simple 
enough. Khrushchev wants to 
Stabilize the Russian position 
especially in East Germany be- 
cause he assumes that his 
stronghold there will be deci- 
sive for the “penetration pacifi- 
que” in the Communist sense 
of all Central and Western Eu- 
rope. He strives for the con- 
quest of all Europe and will for 
this reason never yield to an 
abandonment of the Pankow 
(East German) satellite. On 
the contrary, he not only tol 
erates Stalinist Ulbricht, but he 
backs his methods of suppres- 
sing and provoking in every 
respect. The Berlin wall was 
built with his consent and the 
hig military maneuvers in East 
Germany were initiated by Mos- 
cow. 


Chancellor Adenauer knows 
Khrushchev well and still bet- 
ter he knows of the political 
methods of this man. He is not 
of the opinion that the Kremlin 
is reaily interested in a German 
rapprochement, but on the con- 
trary tavors every means to 
stabilize German partition. The 
German dilemma is truly 
nothing else but the declara- 
tion of Soviet imperialism 
thriving on Soviet predomin- 
ance in East and Central 
Europe. Adenauer, therefore, 
does not believe in soft 
methods. He recalls the Hun- 
garian tragedy and the brutal 
suppression of the insurrection 
of the East German workers in 
1953. He has the Berlin wall in 
front of him and is not at all 
happy when he hears of West- 
ern concessions in the Berlin 
question. 


Bonn's Position 


The Bonn position in the pre- 
sent situation may be described 
as follows. Of course, the Ber- 
lin question must be settled, but 
not in the Soviet way. Berlin 
is the last stronghold of free- 
dom within a Communist world. 
If the Western position in Ber- 
lin is weakened then the con- 
sequence will be a strengthen- 
ing of the Communist position 
in Centra] Europe. This, and 
only this, is the question of 
vitai importance, far more vital 
than the local Berlin question 
for itself. West Germany will 
oppose, therefore, every attempt

to weaken the Western position 
in Berlin. 

Nevertheless, in Bonn, too, it 
is belleved that there are 
means of negotiating with the 
Soviets about the Berlin prob- 
lem, for instance by proposing 
to the Russians a Four Power 
Agreement concerning West 
Berlin and the legitimate rights 
of the. Western powers there. 
Furthermore, Moscow must 
understand that West Germany 
will never yield to a formal 
separation of West Berlin from 
the Federal Republic. There 
may possibly be concessions on 
the field of disarmament, but 
never about the Soviet position 
in Central Europe. 

De Gaulle Op 

You may have observed that 
Gen, De Gaulle is strongly op- 
posed to negotiations with the 
Soviets about Berlin. And 
why? Because he, too, knows 
that the Soviets really do not 
mean Berlin, but predominance 
in all Europe. He knows, 
furthermore, that the Kremlin's 
real handicap lies in a formid- 
able Red China opposed to the 


“weak and peaceful” politics of 
Khrushchev. And he knows, 
as Adenauer does, that Khrush- 
chev wants. an imperialistic 
balance in Europe. Berlin, says 
De Gaulle, is only a pretense 
for the Soviets. to gain access 
to the rest of Europe, to the 
formidable Ruhr and consequ- 
ently to economic predomi- 
nance over the United States. 
And it is clear that there are 
no differences of opinion be- 
tween Bonn and Paris in this 
most important question—“keep 
the Soviets out of West Berlin; 
and you will keep them out of 
free Europe.” 


“Give the Soviets a little 
finger, and they will grasp your 
whole hand.” It is to be hoped 
that all Western powers will 
keep this in mind when they 
prepare for negotiating with 
imperialistic Moscow. The little 
finger, well, that’s Berlin, and 
the whole hand is free Europe. 
All Americans, so we fervently 
hope in West Germany, will re- 
member this when they learn 
some day what the Soviets are 
really seeking.

When We Were New, Too... 


To the Editor: 

I agree 100 per cent with the 
ideas put forth by Mr. Dennis 
Keene in his series of four ar- 
ticles in your'paper of Nov. 3, 
10, 17 and 23. In those articles 
Mr. Keene maintains very ably 
that students in the universities 
of Japan should be taught to 
talk English rather than to 
transiate it into Japanese. I! 
agree 100 per cent. That is I 
agree 100 per cent, so far as 
the 5 per cent of graduates are 
concerned who will find it use- 
ful to speak English with Eng- 
lish speaking foreigners, after 
their graduation. 

Another 25 per cent, however, 
will find it more useful to be 
able to read and understand 
printed and written English in 
the form of articles on science, 
engineering, advertising, educa- 
tion, markets, etc., etc., and busi- 
ness letters and documents. 

The other 70 per cent? Ah! 
I almost forgot about them! 
That remaining 70 per cent will 
never have occasion to use their 
knowledge of the English lan- 
guage at all, except, perhaps, in 
a vague feeling of culture be- 
cause of having been taught a 
foreign language. But the loss 
isn’t great because they didn’t 
learn much, anyhow. 

But it’s good to have articles 
such as Mr. Keene has written. 
For us oldtimers, who have al- 
ready been teaching irr the coun- 
try for three or four or even 
more vears, the articles have a 
nostalgic values They bring 
back to mind the days when 
we, too, were new in the coun- 
try and we, too, had various 
kinds of panacea for the educa- 
tional iMs of poor old Japan. 

Unfortunately most of us lost 
our opportunity to write a 
series of articles. We waited 
too long. Mr. Keene is more 


wise. He has been in the coun- 
try just the right length of 
time. After four-and-a-half 


‘months one can write and lec- 


ture with a deep conviction and 
a tone of finality. Another four 
and a half months and he, 
like the rest of us, wil have 
fallen a victim, and will have 
begun to bend the knee to the 
enticing Goddess-of-things-as- 
they-have-always-been. He will 
have discovered the wonder- 
ful comforts of the scholarly 
privilege of “escaping lectures 
now and then (of course, iil- 
ness, all scholars are of a frail 
physique); and will have lapsed 
into the life philosophy o 
“shikata-ga-nai.” Really there's 
nothing better as a cure 
for that fever known in the 
West as “the strenuous life.” 
Often the cure proves perma- 
nent. That explains why the 
woods of Kyoto, Tokyo, and 
some other localities are full of 
scholarly foreign teachers. 


Mr. Keene's articles and ex- 
ample really prick our tender 
consciences. After reading one 
of the articles I felt so badly 
the next morning that I had 
to phone to my school and say 
that I was not able to meet my 
classes that day. 


Those language machines and 
laboratories ultimately will be 
wonderful, but as vet they all 
require someone to operate the 
controls. There's always a catch 
somewhere. When they become 
100 per cent automatic J’m sure 
90 per cent of us both foreign 
and Japanese teachers will raliv 
round and each of us will 
buy at least one machine. 


Until then, I'm all for teach- 
ing oral English, because that’s 
the only kind I can teach.

GATT and Japan 

The 19th General Assembly of 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade recessed last 
Thursday. Zhe latest session 
did not nevessarily bring any 
particular substantial outcome 
but at least passed some resolu- 
tions calling for freer interna- 
tional trade. The joint commu- 
nique referring to the contro- 
versial Article No. 35, for in- 
stance, urged its early with- 
drawal. The recommendation 
is likely to have a far-reaching 
effect on this nation. In point 
of fact, the debate at the latest 
assembly, in Geneva on this 
problem were the main points 
of Japanese concern. Japan had 
long maintained that the appli- 
cation of the article ran counter 
to GATT principles. The GATT 
recommendation does not mean, 
however, that the nations mak- 
ing the article the last resort to 
prevent foreign inroads would 
immediately suspend the appli- 
cation. Even at the present 
stage, some foreign nations are 
very anti-Japanese when it 
comes to Japanese imports. One 
solution would be to strengthen 
the nation’s economic diplomacy 
and another to observe orderly 
marketing abroad te avoid incit- 
ing the trading partners to take 

recautionary measures.—Nishi

In Japanese dwelling houses, 
zashiki or guest's room is the 
finest and most important room. 
It is to this room that guests 
are asked to come in, and it is 
also there that formal family 
functions are held. It is never 
for daily use. Being so impor- 
tant, the best 
available wood 
and fixtures are 
selected for its 
constr uction, 
and valuable 
paintings and 
ornaments 
are displayed in 


P= this room. 
5 But for daily 
" f = home life, the 
Pee Be a “ cha-no-ma (lite- 
rally tea room) is very im- 


portant though not so elabo- 
rately made as the zashiki- 
In small houses, generally the 
cha-no-ma is located between 
the kitchen and the zashiki. It 
is in this room that the family 
gathers, for meals or for eve 
ning talks. It is also the wifes 
room where her friends and 
neighbors who pay short visits 
are always invited. 

The room may have come to 
be called cha-no-ma because tea 
is served such visitors there, 
and also family members gath- 
er there for their tea. In the 
room, therefore, there must be 
a hibachi or charcoal brazier 
which is very often made of 
exquisite woods and carefully 
‘polished. In many old fashion- 
ed families, a kettle is always 
kept steaming over the fire in 
the hibachi, so that tea can be 
readily made if a visitor comes. 

Serving a cup of tea is the 
first act of social etiquette in 
Japanese homes. Thus the room 
where the tea is served becomes 
very important. However, the 
real significance of the cha- 
no-ma lies in the fact that the 
whole family gathers there for 
meals or evening chats. Thus 
the cha-no-ma stands for the 
happy atmosphere of home life, 
and the term is very often used 
in that sense. 

Of course, apartment houses 
or residences in modern style 
do not have the cha-no-ma, but 
in old fashioned homes and par- 
ticularly in the rural districts, 
the cha-no-ma still retains an 
important significance in the 
family and social life of the 
people. 

In the cold region of the 
country, the room where the 
irori or Japanese fireplace is 
built, performs the role of the 
cha-no-ma, as the whole family 


gathers, eats, receives visitors, 
and sometimes even sleeps 
around it.

New Guinea Dispute 


KUALA LUMPUR (AP)—The 
Straits Times said world senti- 
ment was beginning to turn 
against Indonesia because its 
honesty and integrity over the 
Dutch New Guinea (West Irian) 
dispute were coming into ques- 
tion. 

“It is now clear that the per- 
fect solution would be unaccept- 
able in Djakarta if it chanced 
to come from a Dutch source,” 
the paper said, adding: 

“The Indonesian Government, 
which itself sought to have the 
dispute aired in the U.N. on 
four occasions, now turns its 
back on the world body just 
when a majority of members 
agree that the subject should 
be tackled there. 

“If, as it claims, Indonesia 
favors negotiation there is now 
no other way but for it to make 
the first move, bearing in mind 
not only that negotiation is im- 
possible with pre-conditions but 
also that world opinion is 
swinging toward internationali- 
zation of the disputed territory 
and self-determination.”

Japanese Textiles 


BANGKOK (AP)—Large-scale 
imports of Japanese cotton tex- 
tiles may affect the jobs of at 
least one-third of Thailand’s tex- 
tile workers, according to the 
Bangkok World, quoting Thai 
cloth manufacturers. 

The paper said that in the 
past two months more than 200 
million baht (U.S. $ 10 million) 
worth of Japanese cotton was 
imported to Thailand. 

This amounted to 20 million 
baht more than the total im- 


port from Japan during 1960, 
A price cut on the Japanese 
imports of 25 per cent became 
effective in OUcto>rer. fore? 
Thailand's two major spinning 
mills to curtail production and 
cut manpower, the paper said. 
Thailand’s import duty is 22 
per cent, making it Japan’s chief 
textile market because import 
taxes in Burma and Indonesia 
are 70 per cent. Thailand's 
Board of Trade is investiqating 
the matter, and may raise im- 
port duties, the paper added,
